Arab observers are concern.- 
ed with several major queés- 
tions affecting ‘the very ex- 
istence of the League.

over in San’a two years ago, 
stand firm with Jordan, or 
will she yield to the heavy 
pressure exerted by her neigh- 
bouring desert monarch? Will 
Ireq stick to her traditional 
Hashemite-coordinated 


policy 
at the risk of Egypt's with- 
drawal from the League and 
its subsequent break-up? 

A section of the Cairo 
press is advocating separate 
Exyptien peace talks with Is- 
rae, and the leading daily “Al 
Ahram” has begun to tell the 
government that Egypt should 
heve withdrawn long ago 
from the League which “only 
means heavy expenses and 
enormous strain, which would 
be better spent on internal 
affairs.” 

Economic Calculations 

Syria is at present attermnpt- 
ing to mediate between the 
chief rivals. It knows that 
severe economic hardship will 
result from the boycott of 
Jordan which will ensue on 
its expulsion from the League 
Lebanon's position is also 
doubtful. There is a tradition- 
al friendship with Abdullah 
and it is possible that its re- 
cent decidedly unfrierdly a’ 
titude may change and the 
economic advantages of grant- 
ing a free zone in Beirut port 
to Jordan take precedence in 
her thinking 

While Egyptian pressure on 
her neighbours grows, the one 
Arab capital that seems to 
care least of all is Amman 
itself. Backed by the recogni- 
tion of both Britain and Ame- 
rica. Jordan official and pub- 
lic opinion feels certain of fu- 
ture stability. its press urges 
insuring against possible ex- 
pulsion by seeking “new a!- 
hes in the Middle East and in 
the West.” Jordan is confi- 
dent that an Arab League boy- 
cott against her will be brok- 
en by the good relations she 
enjoys with Turkey, Iran and 
Pakistan and by the expetta- 
tion that once peace talks 
with Israeli are under way, 
she will be granted access to 
a Mediterranean port 

We cannot forecast what 
will be the outcome of tomor- 
row’s seasion of the League's 
General Council which 
ir supposed to settle the ques- 
tion of the Jordan-occupied 
aveas finally.

Implementing the Education Law

Education by Party 


Under these circumstances, 
the only logical course would 
have been to pool all resources, 
to overlook ideological quar- 
reéls for the moment and to 
make the best of a difficult 
job. But two additional diffi- 
culties began to loom even 
larger than before: there wes 
the lack of cooperation be- 
tween the Government and 
local authorities and there was 
the struggle over.the political 
shade of education, growing 
out of the history of the 
scheols and embodied in the 
Law. by the demand made on 
every parent to choose a cer- 
tain “brand” of education for 
his child. 

The recent Knesset debate 
did not do much tw eliminate 
the obstacles. Recriminations 
between those advocating non- 
partisan schools and their op- 
ponents took up an important 
part of the debating time. Mr 
Idov Cohen (Progressives) 
pointedly compared the en- 
rolment of children with pre- 
perations for an election. That 
he was not wide of the mark 
is proved by the fact that th 
many places the enroiment is 
accompanied by a poster cam- 
paign impressing on the pe- 
rents the sdvantages of the 
respective schools. The reso- 
lution accepted by the Knes- 
set. to the effect that the Go- 
vernmment should “use all its 
powers”. in order to imple- 
ment the Law, may or may not 
bring about a change It is 
possible that the Tel Avis 
Municipality will now follow 
the instructions of the Minis- 
try of Education. But the im- 
portent problems exposed 
the debate were mt answered 

There may not be much use 
in raising again the problem 
of the “trends,” or party edu- 
cation, because this principie 
was upheld by. the joint votes 
of the two labour parties in 
spite of the grave doubts as 
to the soundness of the scheme 
among leading members of 
Mapai. But the second prob- 
lem involved needs urgent 
consideration because it affects 
not only the education issue 
It will crop up in many other 
matters.

The Knesset postponed two 
important votes this week, 
both being influended by the 
intransigence of the Orthodox 
Bloc. Tue voting on the mi- 
nimum marriage age had to 
be postponed because the Mi- 
nister of Social Welfare, who 
is concerned in its implement- 
ation, was not ready The 
vote on whether there should 
be a Constitution was deferred 
until next week, also at the 
request of the Orthodox Bloc 
These postponements made 
many members impatient 
There is an urge to get on with 
the job, as time presses on the 
House as well as in commit- 
tees. The 30 hours allocated to 
the budget debate, however, 
make postponements easy. At- 
tendance during the budget 
discussion is poor in the House 


as well as in the galleries 


Sometimes, as for instance.on 
Wednesday, the meeting had 
even to close early, because 
there were no more speakers 
on the agenda. Although there 
are many repetitions of argu- 
ments and generalities, careful 
study of the debate reveals 
some new details and pro- 
posals, armong them the urgent 
appeal for less waste, for the 
reopening of the Haifa Re- 
fineries and new approaches 
to the export problem:
